Hallowe'en is thought to date back to the ancient Celtic festival of 
Samhain. The Celts, who lived in what is now Ireland, the UK and 
northern France, celebrated their new year on November 1 - a day 
marking the end of the summer harvest and a time associated 
with death.

Celtic druids built massive sacred bonfires on which people made 
human and animal sacrifices and everybody dressed up in animal 
heads and skins.

PYTH-ON AND ON 


The reticulated python is the longest snake in the world and can grow up to 
10m. Found in Southeast Asia, it likes to feed on mammals, birds, and large 


lizards. The python, like the anaconda, is a constrictor and kills by suffocation. 


The only longer recorded snake is the prehistoric Gigantophis garstini, which 
lived in Egypt about 38 million years ago, and measured up to 11m long. 


Boa constrictors, 
water snakes and 
garter snakes give 
birth to live young. 
Other snakes, such 
as the green tree 
python [right], lay 
eggs. The eggs 
incubate for 39 to 65 
days and the 
hatchlings vary in 
colour from brick 
red to yellow and 
brown, but as they 
mature they turn 
green. The baby 
snakes are 
approximately 
30.5cm long but 
grow to about 1.8m. 
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The grass snake is one of the most common and widespread snakes in 
Europe. It is Britain's largest reptile and can grow up to a metre in length — 
but you're safe because it's harmless to humans! It is found in England and 


Wales and lives in damp areas, including riverbanks and ditches. The grass 
snake is also a good swimmer and feeds on frogs, toads, fish and newts. 


There are more than 3,000 species of snake slithering around the world. The legless reptiles are great 


survivors and have been around for millions of years. They come in a huge array of colours, live in every kind 
of habitat, and have different, yet always effective, killing techniques. Read on to find out more ... if you dare! 
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The Montpellier is a venomous snake found in southern Europe, but it's not 
generally dangerous to humans. This snake can grow up to 2m long and, like a! 
snakes, it sheds [or sloughs] its skin in one piece. This allows the snake to grow 
because snakeskin, which is made up of scales, does not have the elasticity of 
human skin. Once the snake grows too big for its skin it has to shed it. 


SNAKE, RATTLE 'N' ROLL 


The western diamond-back rattlesnake is found throughout southwestern America 
and northern Mexico. It's a front-fanged venomous snake and its bite can be 
deadly to humans. Like all rattlesnakes it has a rattle at the end of its tail, which is 
made up of a series of ring-like scales. The rattle makes a loud buzzing noise to 
warn off attackers and it can be heard from far away.

to ambush its prey. The adder lives in deserts and moves along the hot sand in 
a sideways motion, so that only a small piece of its body touches the ground 
at any one time. The snake catches its unsuspecting prey by concealing itself in 
the sand, with only its eyes showing, before launching a deadly attack!

Most cobras inject deadly poison into their victim by biting them - but not the 
Mozambique spitting cobra. This is one of the most dangerous snakes in the 
world, and when confronted, it rears up and spits jets of venom into its 
attacker's eyes. The venom is squirted from two small holes near the tip of the 
teeth. Its effect is immediate and causes smarting, inflammation and worst of 
all, permanent blindness. 
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The reticulated python may be the longest snake, but the anaconda is the 
biggest in terms of body mass - it can weigh more than 227kg. As a member 
of the boa constrictor family, the anaconda kills by coiling its large, powerful 
body around its victim [like this unlucky iguana!] and gradually squeezes until 
it suffocates. Then, it unhinges its jaw and swallows the victim whole. It can 
even swallow a grown man. 


Although snakes prefer 
not to bite humans, 
50,000 to 100,00 people 
die every year from 
snake bites. Anti-venoms 
are developed to treat 
victims. Venom is 
extracted from snakes 
[see picture] by "milking" 
them. Then, a small 
amount of venom is 
injected in to a large 
mammal before the 
quantity is steadily 
increased so the animal 
can develop antibodies 
to the venom. Its blood is 
extracted and the 
antibodies are 
concentrated and stored.
